Both the instant invention and the closest prior art Kondo, IEEE Publication, 2000, 
"A method of removing blocking artifacts effects in MPEG2 video by applying a block classification 
technique using stream information", are directed to motion compensated predictive MPEG2 signal 
processing. The instant invention further recites the limitation "detecting a class difference based on 
whether the motion compensation vector has a sub-pixel component" in claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10 and 
11 which is not taught by prior art of record. Therefore claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10 and 11 are allowed. 
All other claims depending on claims 1, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10 and 11 are allowable at least by dependency on
